Governor Begins 
Study Over Bills 
.Needing Sipature 


Indianapolis, March 9 
(ZP)— 
Governor Townsend began study 
today of 137 bills sent him by the 
state legislature for his accept­ 
ance or rejection. 
In its 61 day session ended 
Tuesday , the legislature received 
918 bills and passed 18 4 of them. 
The governor has signed 45 and 
allowed two to become law with­ 
out his signature. 
If any of the remaining 137 
are to become law, Townsend 
must sign them before Saturday 
midnight. He may veto any he 
chooses. Those upon \y hich he 
does not act will die in a “pocket 
veto.” 
The governor’s helpers said at 
his office y esterday he had left 
the city for a rest but was due 
back in his office today to go to 
work on the pile of legislation 
turned out by the general assem­ 
bly in its last-minute rush. 
Last night Townsend attend­ 
ed the State Conservation De­ 
partm ent’s annual sportsmen’s 
show a t the fairgrounds. 
Some acts carry emergency 
clauses which make them effec­ 
tive as soon as the governor 
signs them. Others give specific 
dates for their taking effect. 
Most of them will become oper­ 
ative after bound volumes of the 
1939 acts are given out and the 
governor proclaims them. 
The governor sends official 
copies of the bills to the secre­ 
tary of state and they then are 
turned over to printers, who have 
40 day s to put them into book 
form. 
Secretary of States James M. 
Tucker said this y ear’s “acts” 
would be much thinner than the 
1937 volume. T hat had 332 chap­ 
ters. Each law is a chapter. The 
1937 acts cost 99.78 6 cents each to 
print and distribute—altogether 
$19,957.26. 
Clerks in the 92 counties will 
receive 15,120 copies of the acts 
for free distribution, their allot­ 
ments being on the basis of IO 
copies for each 1,000 votes cast 
for secretary of state last fall.

DEFENSE PUIS 
SET; IMT IETED 
H E IM ICT 


Washington, March 8 (ZP) — 
With the defense p rogram ov er 
its biggest hu rdles, indications 
grew today that the administra­ 
tion soon may ask congress to 
ov erhau l the neu trality act. 
President Roosev elt ev inced 
dissatisfaction with the law late 
y esterday , telling rep orters that 
it had not contribu ted to world 
p eace. Instead, he said, it may 
hav e been p artly resp onsible for 
threats of war. 
The 
chief 
ex ecu tiv e 
sp oke 
shortly after the senate had ap ­ 
p rov ed, 77 to 8 , the $35 8 ,000,000 
army ex p ansion bill. The mea­ 
su re, p rev iou sly p assed by the 
hou se in slightly different form, 
now goes to a jo int committee 
for adju stment of the discrep an­ 
cies. 
Administration leaders in the 
senate entered debate on the ar­ 
my measu re to adv ance the same 
v iew the President ex p ressed at 
his p ress conference—that the 
neu trality act has no t been ef­ 
fectiv e as an instru ment of 
p eace. 
There was sp ecu lation that the 
administration might p rop ose 
rev ising the law to p ermit the 
President to discriminate against 
aggressor nations if congress ap ­ 
p rov ed. 
Parts of the neu trality act ex ­ 
p ire May I, and the administra­ 
tion p resu mably will try to en­ 
act new legislation before that 
ddte. 
Besides his comment on the 
neu trality law, the President re­ 
newed his op p osition to a p ro­ 
p osal req u iring a v ote of the 


p eop le before congress cou ld de­ 
clare war. 
A constitu tional amendment 
on this su bject was p igeonholed 
in the hou se last session after 
Mr. Roosev elt and Secretary Hu ll 
had v oiced op p osition. A dozen 
senators recently rev iv ed the 
idea and are seeking its enact­ 
ment. 
The President said the cou n­ 
try ’s defense might easily be 
hamp ered by a referendu m. He 
said considerations of p rimary 
imp ortance were the time ele­ 
ment inv olv ed in beginning mil­ 
itary action and the q u estion of 
defining war. It was p ossible, Mr. 
Roosev elt 
asserted, 
that 
the 
cou ntry ’s v ital interests might be 
wrecked by a q u asi-war ev en 
thou gh no war had been formal­ 
ly declared. 
Nav y au thorities, meanwhile, 
renewed their argu ments for the 
imp rov ement of harbor and av i­ 
ation facilities at Gu am. The 
administration asked an au tho r­ 
ization of $5 ,000,000 to begin the 
work, bu t the p rop osal was v oted 
down in the hou se. It now is 
oefore the senate nav al com­ 
mittee, which is considering the 
administratio n’s $65 ,000,000 p ro­ 
gram for establishing and ex ­ 
p anding nav al bases.

ers regarding army needs, and 
$23,75 0,000 for imp rov ing Pana­ 
ma canal defenses. 
On final p assage of the senate 
bill, 5 7 Democrats, 17 Rep u blic­ 
ans, one Progressiv e, one Farm- 
er-Laborite and one Indep endent 
v oted “ay e.” 
The eight who v oted against 
the bill were from six inland 
states: Senators Clark of Idaho, 
Clark of Missou ri, and King of 
Utah, Democrats; Borah of Ida­ 
ho, Cap p er of Kansas, Ny e and 
Frazier of North Dakota, Rep u b­ 
licans; and Ship stead of Minne­ 
sota, Farmer-Labor. In addition,

Na tio n s Co a l 
Bill Will Ju mp 
In Price Fixin g 


Washington, March 8 (ZP) — 
Congress was informed today 
hat $37,000,000 wou ld be added 
to the natio n’s coal bill when the 
Bitu minou s 
Coal 
Commission 
fix es minimu m p rices req u ired by 
law. 
Chairman Percy Tetlow of the 
commission made the estimate 
du ring testimony on the interior 
dep artment ap p rop riation bill 
for nex t y ear, ex p laining that 
the minima wou ld be based on 
cost of p rodu ction. 
“If p rice lev els are raised to 
$q u al the cost, it wou ld mean 
raising the av erage p rice of coal 
ll cents a ton—$37,000,000 based 
on the 1937 p rodu ction,” Tetlow 
told an ap p rop riations su b-com­ 
mittee. 
“You do no t know whether the 
setting u p of the Bitu minou s 
Coal Commission has been of 
any benefit to the op erators or 
miners since y ou established it?’ 
Rep . Johnson (D-Okla) asked. 
“No,” Tetlow rep lied. 
“Cer­ 
tainly there had been no ad­ 
v antages y et to the p rodu cers. 
There can no t be becau se there 
has been no minimu m p rice es­ 
tablished.” 
Rep . Rich (R-Pa) remarked 
that neither the miner nor op er­ 
ato r had benefitted. 
“I will no t say that,” Tetlow 
rep lied. 
“Becau se there hav e 
been ou t of this situ ation no la­ 
bor difficu lties in the indu stry .* 
Tetlow disagreed with Jo hn 
Carson of the commission’s con­ 
su mers’ cou nsel, contending that 
the commission cou ld help the 
coal, indu stry withou t hu rting 
comp etitiv e fu els su ch as oil and 
gas and withou t their regu lation. 
“I am absolu tely satisfied,” 
Carson said, “that y ou cou ld no t 
establish 
and 
maintain 
fair 
p rices for bitu minou s coa^ with­ 
ou t regu lating the comp eting 
fu els. I think y ou p ossibly can 
u nder this act establish p rices 
which will hold the ship to ­ 
gether for a y ear or more and 
giv e y ou an op p ortu nity to see 
what can be done.” 
Co ngress also learned that the 
natio n’s co al supply , which Tet­ 
lo w estimated was go o d fo r an­ 
o ther 500 y ears, may replace 
crude o il as a chief so urce o f 
gaso line in the nex t IO o r 20 
y ears.

Du rin g this war the ad ­ 
m in istration ran the d ebt u p to twen ty-six bil­ 
lion s. There is n o evid en ce th a t an other war 
wou ld be an y less ex pen sive than the last on e. If 
we en ter an other war to save d emocracy fifty 
billion s in d ebt an d spen d an other twen ty-five 
or thirty—perhaps fifty billion s—in wagin g it— 
d o you su ppose we will have to raise tax es then ? 


WISHFUL THINKING? 
Reassu rin g statem en ts as to the tax fu tu re of 
the cou n try have been mad e recen tly. Presid en t 
Roosevelt, while on his way for his Febru ary 
fishin g an d n aval ex perien ce in tropical waters, 
gave bu sin ess the assu ran ce th a t it had n othin g 
to fear in the way of higher tax es. A few d ays 
later Secretary of the Treasu ry M orgen thau fol­ 
lowed with a similar assu ran ce an d ad d ed th at 
there wou ld even be some read ju stm en t d own ­ 
ward of tax es which are said to be pu ttin g the 
hobbles on bu sin ess. 
The reply of the cyn ics immed iately was th a t 
“we have been promised lots of thin gs before 
an d look w hat came of it!” Bu t there is n o n eed 
to be cyn ical. G ran tin g th at the Presid en t an d 
Mr. M orgen thau sin cerely believe th at n ew tax 
issu es can be avoid ed , there is some qu estion 
abou t how lon g su ch an u n pleasan t remed y can 
be d ispen sed with if the n ation is to con tin u e 
solven t. 
For in stan ce, the Treasu ry reports th a t from 
Ju ly I, 1938, the d ate on which the fiscal year 
began , u p to Febru ary 15, when the Presid en t 
started his vacation , in a period of seven an d a 
half m on ths the govern men t had spen t $5,615,- 
760,015 while Un cle Sam took in d u rin g th at 
period on ly $3,542,601,869. This leaves a d eficit 
for the seven an d a half m on ths of $2,074,158,146. 
By the time the fiscal year en d s on Ju n e 30, 1939, 
the d eficit is con servatively ex pected to be more 
th an fou r billion s. 
Accord in g to the figu res, the fed eral d ebt is 
n ow closely approachin g forty billion s, bein g a 
mere two hu n d red million s short of th at mark. 
It is easy to see therefore th a t the d eficit is rap­ 
id ly approachin g the $44,000,000,000 m ark. Fu r­ 
therm ore we are n ow plan n in g the ex pen d itu re 
of ad d ition al billion s for d efen se. The Presid en t 
in tim ated some time ago th a t this wou ld have 
to be taken care of ou t of cu rren t receipts. Ju st 
w hat is the ad m in istration goin g to d o abou t it 
n ow? 
It is evid en t th at the time is comin g when it 
will be d an gerou s to con tin u e to pile u p n ation al 
d eficits a t the presen t u n heard of rate. When 
th at time d oes come, somethin g really m u st be 
d on e abou t it, an d the remed y will n ot be a pop­ 
u lar on e, n o m atter w hat it is. It is easily possi­ 
ble th a t the old fashion ed method of raisin g the 
tax rates w on t be en ou gh, an d th at some tilin g 
more d rastic m u st be resorted to. 
, 
At the same time, we n ote thafc man y people 
iii the cou n try are u rgin g u s to get read y for 
an other world fight to save d emocracy, an d are 
seekin g to bu ild u p a popu lar d em an d for it.

In ou r history books an d in roman ces of old en 
times we read of the person al prowess of plu med 
kn ights, who overcame their en emies throu gh 
sheer physical skill an d moral bravery an d hon or. 
Bu t the d ay has gon e when the resu lt of a war 
han gs on the prowess of the men who are fight­ 
in g. In this mid d le section of the tw en tieth cen ­ 
tu ry victory perches on the ban n ers of the army 
havin g the biggest machin e gu n s an d the most 
tan ks, airplan es an d ammu n ition . Nobod y has 
qu estion ed the person al bravery of the loyalists. 
Its sold iers were n ot on ly Span iard s, bu t ad ven ­ 
tu rers from every cou n try on the globe. Likewise, 
n obod y has qu estion ed the physical bravery or 
prowess of the in su rgen ts. Here, too, other cou n ­ 
tries than Spain were represen ted in the ran ks. 
Bu t Fran co took Barcelon a becau se the pre­ 
pon d eran ce of. machin ery, of gu n powd er an d of 
d yn am ite was on his sid e. The loyalists cou ld 
d o n othin g to stem the tid e. The in su rgen t m a­ 
chin e rolled relen tlessly an d with d ead ly preci­ 
sion . 
In the World War, the tren ches, the tan ks an d 
the hu ge can n on took the roman ce ou t of war. 
Bu t the airm en still fu rn ished a great d eal of 
glamorou s read in g for those who followed the 
war from a comfortable firesid e. 
Even while 
war hatred was bein g spread throu gh cu n n in g 
propagan d a, there were reports of chivalry evi­ 
d en ced in the air forces in every army on the 
Eu ropean battlefield s. Bu t n ow even the prowess 
of tile bird men is n o lon ger so im portan t as for­ 
merly. In the n ex t war the sid e havin g the most 
of the biggest plan es is ex pected to win the war 
or at least to wreck the cities of the opposin g 
n ation s. 
There is n o glamou r, n o chivalry an d n o ro­ 
man ce abou t mod ern warfare. There n ever was 
as mu ch as some historian s an d roman cers wou ld 
like to have u s believe.

Washington, March 8 (ZP)— 
High treasury officials disclosed 
today that the heart of the ad­ 
ministration’s business coopera­ 
tion program may be a bill per­ 
mitting corporations to balance 
their losses of bad y ears against 
their profits of good y ears in fig­ 
uring income tax es. 
Such corporate income tax 
provisions were in effect during 
the 19 21-29 period, it was pointed 
out. 
The treasury ’s program, how­ 
ever, is still uncertain. Secretary 
Morgenthau wants to see the size 
of the March 
15 income tax col­ 
lections before deciding 
what 
sacrifices the treasury can mak e 
in order to woo business. 
The “loss carry over” provision 
which may be restored rates high 
among concoliation gestures be­ 
cause it would please business 
and might not cost the treasury 
much. 
As long as most corporations 
mak e money —and most of them 
are ex pected to this y ear—they 
get no benefit from the loss car­ 
ry over. In that case, it costs the 
treasury nothing.

Restoration of consolidated re­ 
turns for affiliated companies, so 
that losses of some companies 
can be balanced against profits of 
other companies in holding com­ 
pany sy stem. 
The present treasury attitude 
is against tampering with indi­ 
vidual income tax rates, al­ 
though some persons have urged 
scaling down of some of the high 
tax brack ets and increasing the 
lower brack ets. Both of these are 
generally regarded by officials as 
politically dangerous. 
Another project of treasury 
tax advisers, however, is to seek 
a means of consolidating Into 
one tax the income, ex cess pro­ 
fits, undistributed profits and 
capital stock tax es now levied on 
corporations. This would save 
business part of the costs of 
k eeping records and filling out 
forms for the government.
